BEATEN DOZEN TIMES 


Testifies at Detzer's Trial That 


Utter Stood by With Pistol 


and Black Jack 


New York, Dec. 11. — Captain Carl 


W. Detzer, charged with brutality t» 
prisoners in France, on several occa- 
sions stood by with a pistol in one 
hand and a blackjack in the other 
while his sergeants "beat up" a man 
In his custody, according to testimony 
given today at his court martial on 
Governor's island. 


This testimony was given by Clar- 


ence H. Lacey of Indianapolis, one ot 
the principal witnesses for the preca- 
ution, from whom the defense, how- 
ive'r, forced an admittance that he 
had once been convicted in Ohio of 
'a crime" and that he had faced vari- 
us charges while in the army. 
Lacey, an ex-soldier, admitted he 


tad escaped from Captain Detzer, for- 
mer commander of the 308th military 
lOllce company, after he had been 
Treated by him on a street In LeMans 
'or being absent without leave. The 
defence brought out that he also had 
left his organisation in this country 
before It had Bailed for France and 
hat in 1914 he had been accused of 
deserting from the sixth cavalry. 


Lacey testified that on being brought 


before Detzer after his escape and re- 
arrest he had received rough treat- 
ment from him and his two sergeants, 
U. S. Madden and Frank L. Hoyt. He 
sserted that once Detzer had ordered 
his sergeants to take him out, give 
him a chance to run, and tf he didn't, 
make, him, shoot, and "waste no bul- 
lets."

New Tork, Deo. 11. — Settlement of 


the coals atrike infused a aemblancc 
of strength to the atook market at tlic 
outset of today'* operation*, but thin 
waa speedily dltilpated when foreign 
exchange, particularly

rate, manifested more acute weakness 


There, were no actual developments 


to explain the further alarming de- 
preciation of international exchange, 
other than reports, on the exchange 
that the present aeaiion of congress 
probably would, oppose the authoriza- 
tion of foreign credit on loans 


The Mexican ftltuatlon also assum- 


ed a more delicate aspect, rumors in 
:onnection with foreign-owned con- 
cession* in that country accounting 
mainly for the general depression ol 
active petroleum 'issues.

tributed by trade authorities not so 
much to Immediate or prospective de- 
mands aa to the widely-recognized 
fact that supplies are unusually low 
because of reduced output. 


The money market held consistent- 


ly to its recent rigid course, call loans 
opening at 7 per cent and advancing 
to 10 per cent with the approach of 
the final hour, but the greater part 
of the day's transactions were negoti- 
ated at the lower figure.

If this to true, and if prices do ad- 


vance and sugar becomes plentiful at 
the same time, there !• no doubt as to 
what the effect on the country will be. 
Already there are many people who 
have a leaning toward belief In prof- 
iteering by certain unscrupulous well- 
to-do. Does It ne«d any telling to en- 
able the average, citiien to picture 
what the result will be If just the 
things mentioned to happen, and the 
whole country—wberein every citizen 
as a consumer of sugar to touched— 
realises, or at least believes, that 
somebody has been coining money 
from a public necessity? 


The country should be kept safe, 


not merely from profiteering but from 
any belief of its existence in the sale 
of a commodity so universally In de- 
mand. For this reason U Is proper 
to suggest that not only the press but 
oltisens should Interest themselves In 
ths matter enough to write their sen* 
ators and representatives, urging that 
sugar control be continued. It la in 
the power of congress to do this, and 
there is perhaps nothing which so 
much is demanded. And if it is con- 
tinued, and there la sugar held 'n 
Storage now for an advance, it will 
Quickly come out if the holders of it 
realise that the hand of the govern- 
ment to aUU on the traffic. 


There are dangers greater than the 


mere advance in price, which may 
grow out of a revelation of, or even 
a public billet in sugar profiteering.

Writing of 
jn<> trip as a dispatch carrier, which

spruce forests of i , Vosges, Mr. Orls- 
eom says: 


"Saint-Die Itself was partly In rnlns, 


and was considered an nnhealtbful 
spot due to constant bombing, shelling 
and gassing— the last apparently the 
favorite method of annoyance. Every- 
body carried a gas mask at all times, 
and had picked a cellar Into which to 
retire rapidly when a yearning for se- 
clusion seized him. It was astonishing, 
therefore, to Bee the full quota of 
house sparrows quarreling on the roof 
tops, the swallows flying up and down 
the main street. They had no gas 
masks, and It Is hardly likely that they 
descended to cellars. Just what they 
did was a mystery." 


Did Not Mind Fokktm 


"When the dusk gathered the great ^ 


guns began to thunder a scant mile 
away. In the garden of the old 
chateau which was nsed as headquar- 
ters was a tree laden with fruit Here 
by the light of the setting ran, three 
beautiful bullfinches were peacefully 
feeding on the crimson berries, heed- 
less of three Fokkers which droned 
directly overhead. Unperturbed and 
unhurried they finished their meal, and 
then disappeared in the gathering 
gloom, leaving behind an impression 
so strong by its sharp contrast that 
it 10 graven deeply on my memory. 


At the end of October I was ordered 


to the first army sector. The hills 
northwest of Verdun had been select- 
ed as m excellent sending station for 
a certain type of balloon, and I was 
sent there on November 2 to start a 
station. As we approached Verdun 
the country appeared more and more 
wrecked nntll it could be described a? 
totally rained in the hills to the north- 
west. There, where the flower of 
yonng French manhood had died by 
the tens of thousands, there was noth- 
ing bnt a succession of shell holes. 
The trenches were partly fallen In. the 
barbed wire entanglements were Just 
«» they hnd been left at the last tri- 
umphant advance, and here and there 
a few blasted tree trunks did doty for 
a wood. Vegetat*on even was scant. 
A kestrel hovered over the dreary 
waste, a flock of gold-finches twittered 
around a thistle, and a great gray 
shrike hnd taken np his quarters In a 
barbed wire entanglement. 


Heard a Wren Singing. 


"As dusk fell we descended Into a 


steep little valley to the mined village 
of Fremonville. and elected to q>cnd 
the n'ght in one of the few hou«cs 
which still boasted of a roof. That 
nlpht the artillery fire at the front rose 
to- the Intensltv of drum fire. The al- 
lied heavy gnns were concealed In the 
hills along a line lying a mile or two 
south of us. The-se Joined merrily In 
the chorus, so- that In the early morn- 
ing the ground fairly shook. 


"The approach of dawn brought 


quiet permitting a brief cat nap. and I 
I was astonished to hear a wren sing- • 
ing in the rafters nearby, as I woke 
up. A bird hunt in this ruined village 
and its outskirts started immediately.

Five minutes after 
the last shell bad fallen this- particu- 
lar redbreast was Hinging sweetly 
from the top branches of 1U bush, 
Joined by several others In various 
parts of the village. In marked con- 
trast with the solemn faced and quiet 
men who emerged somewhat later from 
scattered dugouts all over the hillside 
to take stock of the damage done, the 
HVM lost and the wounded who need 
ed immediate attention. 
It Is, of 


course, obvious that a small bird has 
a better7 chance of not being hit by a 
shell fragment than a man. If, there- 
fore. It? resistance to shell shock and 
concussion were about equal to that 
of man we would have partial explana- 
tion of the existence of bird life In tbe 
war zone. Although it is highly Im- 
probable that a bird is equally resist- 
ant, we must not overlook the best of 
preventatlves, a barrier. Here again 
it is obvious that a tree trunk, a brick, 
a rafter would serve as an excellent 
deflector of concussion and sound 
waves for a bird crouched behind It 
whereas these objects would totally 
fall to help a man."

namely, that it seems to be very fond 
of its handsome plumage and is con- 
tinually spreading its tall feathers, 
says the American Forestry associa- 
tion, Washington. The male redstart, 
whose coloite- are red, orange and 
white, does not attain the black por- 
tion of its plumage on back, tall and 
wings until It is two years old, this 
part of the bird during Its early life 
being strangely mottled.

Curious situations arising out of the 


question of rank In the Canadian army 
during the war are being duplicated 
In accentuated form on the return of 
th« soldiers to civil life. The eases 
of bank managers or occupants of 
high industrial positions who found 
themselves serving as privates or as 
junior officers under majors and colo- 
nels who had been their employees 
before the war are now being re- 
versed, often in ludicrous fashion. 


One Canadian colonel who for four 


years had been responsible for the 
bodies and souls of 1,000 men, each of 
whom was ready to give up his life on 
the colonel's order, found on his re- 
turn to civil life that he could not get 
a Job. Finally he decided to apply to 
a government employment bureau, bui 
on, entering the office found himself 
face to face with his former orderly, 
ft lance-corporal, who on more thai 
one occasion had led him a men- 
dance and bad often been the subject 
of disciplinary measures. 
The ex 


colonel did not apply for a Job, but 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
exchange greetings and good wishes 
and utter a few platitudes about the 
weather. 
J 


Another officer of high rank took a 


position soliciting advertising. Hum- 
bly approaching the owner of a smart 
cigar store, he found himself face tc 
fare with a former private in hi; 
ranks with whom he hud had rnnnv 
unpleasant collisions. 
The ex majoi 


executed a tactical retirement by pur- 
chasing a package of cigarettes. 


Many Won Better Joba. 


The case of a Calgary barber wild 


enlisted as a private and earned pro- 
motion on the field to the rank ol 
major, who now doesn't fancy a re- 
turn in barbering, has many parallel! 
throughout the country. 
GenerallJ 


speaking the private who attained 
high rank during the war Is regarded 
as having developed qualities which, 
no natter what his former occupa- 
tion was, ought to find recognition on 
his return to civil IMC*. Wherever pos- 
sible this recognition Is being awarded. 


Totat P. Girvan, a sorter in the To- 


ronto general post office, enlisted as a 
private In August, 1914. In the closing 
campaign of the war Private Glrvac 
bad become Major Girvan, acting lien 
tenant In command of his battalion 
with-D. S. C., M. C., ana Crolx eU 
Gnerre ribbons on his breast. A few 
weeks ago Major Girvan reported foi 
duty to the post office where five year! 
ago he had laid down the position oi 
sorter. _ The post office authorities 
took council and decided not to send 
Major Girvan back to bis sorter's po- 
sition. Instead they made him assist- 
ant to the superintendent and gave 
him charge of the night staff, a posi- 
tion ordinarily reached only after • 
lifetime's work In the civil service.

Other cases have not been so satis- 


factorily disposed of. A former majoi 
is serving as a street car conductor, 
the Fame position he occupied when 
he enlisted as a private at the begin- 
ning of the war. Asked why he did 
not endeavor to secure a position more 
In keeping with his rank la the army, 
he said: "This is the one job in civil 
life X know. If I tried to pitchfork 
myself into come other Job I might 
make a fizde of it and become a bum 
for the rest of my life." 


The fact 1» that the great bulk ol 


Canada's army Is slipping back into 
civil life without creating a ripple on 
the surface. According to government 
figures recently announced.

Out of 68.773 men who have( 
applied for employment, 61,278 have 
been placed. 


From these It appear* that since 


the armistice more than 200.000 men 
have been nabsorbed Into Canadian 
civil life and that some 60.000 still re- 
main to be absorbed. Many of these 
latter are doubtless student?, candi- 
dates for -vocational training, or young 
men taking things easy for a time be- 
fore seeking employment.
